THE CHIMESE ISSUE. 


A Frightful Massacre. 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—"Authentic 
re- 


ports have reached here," says the 
Moscow correspondent of the Standard, 
"of a frightful massacre that took place 
at Vlagopesphensk. Undoubtedly un- 
der the orders of the Russian govern- 
ment, the flood gutes of war were 
openad on the Amur. The entire Chi- 
nese population of 5000 was ordered out 
of town, marched five miles up 
the 


Amur in batches, and commanded to 
cross over.

The Chinese were flung into the stream, 
while Bussiau volunteers stationed on 
the banks shot or stabbed those who 
refused to go.

World From Starvation. 
• | 


"What we now call society in this coun- 


try consists of about 73,000,000 human be- 
i;igs. Each one must be supplied every day 
with 8% and 5 pounds of fooA material, 
with fuel wherewith, to cook it, und with a 
certain amount of textile fabricK or furs 
and with some boards to put over his head. 


The world, as a whole, is always within 


about one year of starvation, within two 
or three years of becoming naked and 
within a very few years of becoming house- 
loss. In this country nearly 2,000,000 hu- 
man beings are added every year to our 
Imputation. 
That number would soon 


crowd existing dwellings to death unless in 
otich year about 500,000 men were occu- 
pied in adding to the number of dwellings 
already existing. 
; 


We call ourselves very rich. Wo gloat 


over the billions of dollars' worth of prop- 
erty disclosed by the figures of the census. 
In 18!)0 the computation reached tho huge 
sum of over §05,000,000,000. Only think 
of it! How rich we are! But what does it 
all coTtje to? About one-third of this vnl- 
luitiou is the estimated value of the land 


! on -.vliich capital has been placed. Land is 
j our endowment, not our creation. If wo 
i deduct a reasonable sum for land \ alnnUou, 
i \\hatta left is tho capital of tho comnvuulty 
I —about $15,000,000,000. "This isuncsti- 


mate in dollars of whut-we have saved und 
put to purposes of enjoyment or future use 
lii. more than" a century of existence as a 
ivition. Again, this is u .stupendous sum. 
What docs it duiouut to? If the value in 
money of all that we consumed—food, fuel, 
shelter and clothing—in tho census year, 
figured at retail prices, was equal to 00 
cents a day per piirs-in, then the product of

AN OLD DEATH WARRANT. 


Tho Document Which Bent a Itlnrderci to 


the Gallows. 


Tho following death warrant, probably 


tho oldest document of tho kind in exist- 
ence in this country, was recently discov- 
ered among tha old papeis in the court- 
house at Carlisle, Cumberland county, Pa, 
The document is jollow with age, in a 
good state of preservation, and tho writing 
is as neat arid regular as copperplate print 
It reads as follows. 


"Cumberland County: At a Court of 


Oyer and Tormincr, held at Carlisle, for 
the county of Cumberland, buforo Francis 
West und Willijm Smith, Esq'rs, Justices 
of the said court, and the following assibt 
ants, to wit. Thomas Wlllson, .John Welsh, 
John Montgomery, John Agccw, Robert 
Miller and Jonjthun Holm, on tho lOth 
day of Juno, 1700, by virtue of commis- 
sion from James Hamilton, Ksq , Lieuten- 
ant Governor und Commander in chief of 
the province of Pennsylvania, and coun- 
ties of New Ci-stlo, Kent and Sussex, upon 
tho Delaware, to tho said 1'rjnois West 
and William Smith, Bsq'rs, directed, ba'r 
ing date the Utb day of Apt 11, last past, 
wero brought tho s.iid court a nogro 
named Hector, a slave, tho property of 
Willuim Morrison, ot said county, bus- 
bnndmnn, and charged of tho murder of » 
certain George Hughson, Into of tho said 
county, yeoman, and found guilty by u« 
of killing and murdering the snid George 
Hughson, at Peters township, in the said 
county, on the 12th day of February last 
past, for which murder he, Che smd Hoc- 
tor, received the sentence to return to the 
place from whence he came, and there to 
remain until Saturday, 21st instant, and 
then to be taken thenco to the public gal- 
lows, and there to bo bunged by the neck 
until ho shall be dead.

Two Cents' Worth of Gas. 


In a lecture recently delivered nt the 


Royal Victoria hall, London, Professor 
Garlton J. Lambert stated that 37 oublo 
feet of gas, which is valued at 1 penny 
(2 cents), and weighs about 134 pounds, 
cart generate about a pound of water 
when burned and about 10 cubic feet ol 
carbonic acid. It can bent SO gallons of 
water from 5ft degrees to 110 degrees for a 
bath, or it can boll 8 gallons of water in 
good kettles and make tea for 04 persons. 
It can work a one horsepower gas engine 
for one hour, or lift a weight of 88 tons 
10 feet high, doing tbo work of six men 
for one h'our. It can melt !tO pounds ol 
Iron and make a casting in 80 minutes, 
which ordinarily would require two boars 
and 30 pounds of coke. It can braze t 
metal joint in two ttilnntes, which' wouM 
require 20 minutes in a forge. If burned 
in a 6 inch flue for ventilation purposes, 
it can induce 80,000 c.ubio feet of pure air. 
Ife can give you a bitlliaut light (Wolsbach 
incandescent) qf 50 candle power for nine 
hours 
It cnn, In a good radiating stove, 


comfortably'warm & room 16 feet square 
for an hour. It can easily cook a dinnez 
foe eight persons.—Practical Engineer.
